The severity of forest rules was 
mitigated by him, and he encouraged high education by appointing graduates as 
naib tahsildérs, tahsilddrs, munsifs, &c. _He was led to believe that native officials 
in the Central Provinces were corrupt and incompetent, and therefore he imported 
officials from Bengal and the North-Western Provinces to fill posts of trust and 
responsibility. But as soon as he was convinced of his mistake he discontinued import- 
ing officials from other provinces. The separation of the judicial from the exegu- 
tive functions to a large extent was another important reform. Before his depar- 
ture from Nagpur the people should present a suitable address to him in order to 
show their gratitude for the many favours he has bestowed on them. i
